Tho officers of these snips aro generally al- 
ovved to sell out/their rooms. There aro 
steamers wluch takeipassengers out for as low5 
as $55, SB5 and $75,. and on some of theso 
ines passage can'.be b,ad to Glasgow or London 
and return for about $100 to $120.

general rule, it costs $350 to go to Europe 


ami back, and, take it'all in all, it is a very 
cheap expenditure of (money for a man worn 
out in business and needing real rest and health.

and expect to go to tho North Capo, then to- 
Swedon, and thonco to Russia, and next fall 
pass tin ough Poland and the faouth of Europe 
to tho south of Franco and Spam where they 
will winter.

Hpnrgcon's Sermons by Cable.

tice by a Philadelphia newspaper of cabling 
to this country every Sunday night the ser- 
mons of the London pulpiteer, Spurgeon, has 
been abandoned. The pnce was too heavy 
for sermons which were too cheap. They 
proved to be unprofitable to the paper which 
footed the cable bills for them. In fact, it 
was evident to those who read them during 
the few weeks of their publication bore that 
we have in this country hundreds of preach- 
ers who are in every way superior to Spnr- 
geon of London—who are better reasoners 
and theologians, more persuasive, more 
learned, more imaginative, and not less pious 
or enthusiastic than Spurgeon. The Phila- 
delphia paper which cabled Spurgeou's ser- 
mons from London rendered some service by 
bringing this truth homo to the American 
mind.

service and didn't amount to anything. Late 
years competitive examinations have been 
held in congressional districts, and the boy 
who stood the best' examination, whether 
Democrat, Republican, or anything else, got. 
the place, and'in this way the rich young 
men, tho young men who are dudes in so- 
ciety, and "dawnce" divinely, ore left out, 
and the son of a blacksmith or a hotel por- 
ter, or a fanner, may go to West Point and 
become an officer.

will gain by the elmngo. There is no senso 
in the government i taking richnnen's sons 
that are going wrong' to reform thorn, and 
niako bean-poles of them for green female 
boan-stalks*to cling to on (.commencement 
day. Lot the country have a few generations 
of army officers appointed from the people 
on their merits, without regard to tho fact 
that their fathers wore rich and acquainted 
with presidents, or a power on tho stump for 
congressmen, and \ the officers of the army 
will always be true to their trusts. Tho best 
officers in the army to-day aro thoso who 
were appointed on account of being poor 
but honest, and the worst are thosonppointed 
because they'belonged 'to good families that 
wanted to get rid of them.

Appliances are now being experi- 
mented with by which, with the aid of auto- 
matic attachments, the grain pipe-line would 
be continually charged from the bins at the 
pi-incipal elevators here and delivered at o 
mineral central elevator in Now York. The 
grain, it is claimed, would be improved by 
Hie passage. The capacity of the grain line 
b-ing only about 18,000,000 bushels annually, 
it would not seriously interfere with railway 
traffic as at present established, unless half a 
d izen or more pipes should bo laid. The pro- 
j, tutors of the enterprise state that all the 
money is pledged necessary to • -rry out the 
plans expeditiously, and at a conference to 
b« held on the 2flth inst., the full details will 
probably be made public.

MBS. MICHAEL ROGERS 


Struck by a Wabash Train Last Kventng 


and Seriously Injured. 


Last evening between 6 and 7 o'clock 


Mrs. MioLael Rogers, mother of Mrs. 
John H. Campbell and Mis. Capt. Gao. B. 
Peake, who lives near the Catholic ceme- 
tery, started to come into the city. The 
old lady is past 70 years of age and hard 
of hearing. She came east on Eldorado 
street to the Wabash crossing ot the 
street and as she was passing over it she 
was struck by a Decatur bound through 
freight, No. 62, engine 98, in charge of 
Engineer Wilson, and thrown off the 
track into the ditch. She was badly 
bruised about the head and terribly 
shocked but no bones were fractured. 
Mrs. Rogers was taken into the residence 
of John Carrigan, where she was attend- 
ed by the Drs. Chenoweth. It was re- 
ported last evening that she was killed 
outright, but she was alive to-day, though 
the chances are against her recovery. The 
train men say the whistle of No. 98 was 
blown and the bell rung. The fireman 
was the first to notice Mrs. Rogers on the 
crossing and he called the engineer. The 
train was in charge of Conductor Tom 
Laudie, who knew nothing of the occur- 
rence until the engineer had gone to the 
rear and told him what had happened. 
Mr. Landis then ordered a brakeinan to 
go back and flag a local freight that was 
on its way to Decatur. A reporter has 
endeavored to find some one who wit- 
nessed the accident, but without success. 
Mrs. George Peake witnessed the occur- 
rence from a distance but can give no 
satisfactory statement. A German whose 
name is unknown was close by when the 
accident occurred, but he cannot be 
found. In all probability Mrs. Rogers 
will die within a few days. 


At 2:30 o'clock this afternoon it was 


reported that Mrs. Rogers was very low 
and could not survive.

neut jurist, said, "Give Christianity a com- 
mon law trial and Hie verdict would be 
unanimous in its favor." With Blnck the 
opinion ot the chief justice seemed to 
settle the question at once, and would be 
fully as etleotive with all of the calihre of 
Yonng Churchman. But infidels have no 
such reverence for any man's opinions as 
to accept them without sufficient evidence 
at the same time to support them. No 
doubt Young Churchman believes that 
the reason why so many of tho peaceable 
and law abiding citizens of any place are 
such is because they are Christians; but 
we think he would be nearer correct it he 
considered it the other way, viz. that they 
are Christians because they are peaceable 
and quiet, and being still superstitions 
they believe they must, belong to the 
Christian element or be arrayed on .the 
other side. But these mists are being 
slowly brushed away, and the time is 
nearly past when business men place any 
dependence upon a man because they 
learn he ia a Christian. No; religion, nor 
the lack of it, cannot make the most per- 
fect specimens of manhood. All have 
known the worst specimens of the race iu 
the church as well as out of it, and you 
have only to look after the defaulting 
cashiers and bank presidents and their 
Sunday school antecedents, together with 
the pious murderers, to see what nonsense 
it is to attribute all that is good in man 
to Christianity. In regard to Hie excesses 
of Republican France we would say that 
they were not committed by men ot 
science, or urged on by them. The peo- 
ple had been so ground down by their 
Christian teachers, that when informed by 
the scientists that the religion of their 
priests was false, they retaliated in kind, 
and that is all. With the church the re- 
cord is unbroken for the persecution of 
those who disbelieved their doctrines, and 
would not pay hush money, up to less 
than a hundred years ot the present time- 
She is welcome to the honor. 


Young Churchman is evidently suspi- 


cious that we might be desirous ot punch- 
ing him, but we hasten to inform him 
that we ere above such methods. We in- 
fidels leave such unseemly strife to young 
Christians. But after oil, perhaps Young 
Churchman will agree with us that all 
men should be just end upright in their 
dealings with their fellow men, and be 
ready to help him when needy, and en- 
deavor at all times to "do unto others as 
you would that others stiould do unto 
you," and this is not Christian but pre- 
christian doctrine. 


Now the inducement to the Christian to 


be all that is noble, &c., if we understand 
it, is that he may enjoy a life of bliss and 
ease hereafter, or be eternally damned if 
he don't On the other hand consider the 
case of one, as pure and upright in char- 
acter as your purest Christian, who nei- 
ther steals nor cheats, is kind and benev- 
olent, always ready to assist the needy, 
and yet does not believe in a God; ex- 
pects no future reward, and knows he will 
'receive no future punishment if he does 
otherwise. We are willing to submit this 
to the judgment of any impartial man, ns 
to which man of the two acts from the 
noblest motives. The one Beta from a 
love of justice untrammelled by hope or 
fear, the oilier because he imagines a 
greater than he tells him he must, it is 
right, and it he don't he'll bum him to all 
eternity. 


On the contrary to the views submitted 


by Yonng Churchman, we believe the 
Christian religion tends to retard the 
progress ot our race, causes our prisons to 
be filled, and our almshonses to be crowd- 
ed, because ot ite teaching that man ot 
himself can do nothing; that he lias no 
strength, and therefore relying upon the 
promises for help, just as the people did 
about poor Garfield, they find that God 
never was known to help anybody on 
earth or in heaven, and the result is so 
many dispirited, inefficient and worthless 
lives. When you will teach boys and 
girls that they can do all that human be- 
ings are capable of doing, ot themselves, 
with no other help than that of their 
earthly friends, yon will see the result in 
a few generations in the production ot a 
nobler and more self-reliant people. 


Now we wish to impress upon Young 


Churchman and all of his way ot think- 


lectnring in the conntry, you see, and 
it required (ill my vitality to prepare 
and deliver my lectures, and I got 
pretty well warmed up before I 
closed; then, yon see, I was invited 
to stay over night.'and the extremes'; 
hospitality was ottered me, including 
the front chamber, shut up moat of 
the year to keep out air, dust and 
vermin. Now I think I have done 
my part in warming up these sacred 
rooms during the past twenty years, 
and you can appreciate my reasons 
for wishing to sleep at home.' "
